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Listener-subscribers  to  KPFA  are  a  highly  individual  lot.  Although  via  the  tele- 
phone, the  mails,  or  in  person  the  staff  manages  to  meet  a  considerable  number  of 
subscribers,  no  one  person  emerges  as  symbolic  of  "the  subscriber".  There  is  no  key 
individual  whose  program  preferences  will  be  certain  to  reflect  the  preference  of  a 
majority  of  subscribers.  The  only  way  such  preferences  can  be  determined  is  by  asking 
all  subscribers  —  individually.  The  concept  here  is  not  one  of  programming  by  majority 
rule  but  of  testing  program  ideas  and  presentation  with  as  many  listeners  as  possible. 
We  propose  to  do  this  in  regard  to  the  programming  of  KPFA  by  means  of  a  program 
questionnaire  mailed  to  subscribers  twice  yearly.  The  results  of  the  questionnaire  sent 
out  in  April  of  last  year  more  than  justify  the  station's  making  this  effort  to  contact 
subscribers  directly.  The  plan  is  to  have  the  first  questionnaire  for  1953  in  the  hands  of 
subscribers  sometime  in  March. 

There  is,  however,  one  question  which  we  would  like  to  ask  subscribers  immediately. 
It  has  to  do  with  a  proposed  change  in  rebroadcast  hours.  We  have  been  receiving  re- 
quests that  the  station  initiate  a  policy  of  rebroadcasting  programs  during  the  day  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday.  Since  our  present  operating  budget  limits  us  to  approximately 
fifteen  rebroadcast  hours  per  week,  the  following  questions  are  in  order:  one,  would 
you  prefer  a  week-end  rebroadcast  schedule  and,  if  so,  during  what  hours;  and,  two, 
on  which  two  week  days  should  the  morning  rebroadcast  schedule  be  dropped?  May 
we  have  an  answer  from  you  on  these  questions? 

Of  general  interest  is  the  fact  that  two  of  KPFA's  programs  are  now  being  distributed 
through  the  Tape  Network  of  the  National  Association  of  Educational  Broadcasters. 
These  are  Treasure  Island,  which  is  being  broadcast  by  forty-eight  stations,  and  Way 
Beyond  the  West,  which  is  being  broadcast  by  forty-one  stations  throughout  the  United 
States.  Also,  KPFA  as  a  member  of  the  NAEB  plans  to  begin  broadcasting  a  number 
of  program  series  produced  for  the  NAEB  through  a  grant  from  the  Fund  for  Adult 
Education,  established  by  the  Ford  Foundation.  One  series  of  particular  interest  is 
The  Ways  of  Mankind.  The  project  director  for  the  series  was  Professor  Walter  Gold- 
schmidt  of  U.C.L.A.,  the  writer  was  Lister  Sinclair  and  the  producer  was  Andrew  Allan 
of  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation.
